‘The aircraft carrier Wasp cut 
the destroyer-minesweeper Hob- 
fon in two when it hit and sent 
the ilbfated warship to the bot- 
tom with most of its crew in mid- 
Atlantic Saturday night. 

Sixty-one survivors were picked 
from the storm-churned ocean. 
(he Navy abandoned at sunset 
Jast night further search for sur- 
vivors. 

Missing are at least 176 crew- 
men. It was possible there may 
bé more. The Navy released a list 
of 159 crewmen known to be miss- 
jng, but the list was incomplete. 

Sank in 4 Minutes. 
~ Capt. B. C. McCaffree of Cano- 
va, S. D., commanding officers 
of the carrier Wasp, radioed At- 
Jantic fleet headquarters at Nor- 
folk tceday that the Hobson crossed 
the Wesp’s bow, was struck amid- 
ships, broke into two parts and 
sank within four minutes. 

The collision—one of the worst 
peacetime naval disasters of mod- 
erh times—occurred late Satur- 
day night. The 1600-ton Hobson 
and the 32,000-ton Wasp collided 
during high-speed night maneu- 


vers. 
' Somé of the Wasp’s planes were 
oft at the ‘time of the crash. 
y all landed safe, but some 
didn't make it until after the sur- 
vivors had been hauled aboard. 

The skipper of the Hobson, Lt. 
Comdr. W. J. Tierney, 32 years 
old, of Philadelphia, was among 
the missing. Also on the missing 
Jist issued by the Navy were the 
names of five Missourians. 

Officer’s Report in Full. 
Here is McCaffree’s report on 
the collision in full: 

“The Wasp, with the Rodman 
(another destroyer) and the Hob- 
gon as plane-guards, launched 
night air attacks against Task 
Group 88.1 located about 45 miles 
southeast of the carrier at 8 p.m. 
Saturday night (5 p.m. St. Louis 
time). The night was clear but 
very dark with overcast at 8000 
feet, seas calm and winds light. 
At about 12:20 p.m. the Wasp, 
with the Rodman and the Hobson, 
turned into the wind to recover 
aircraft. 

At about 10:20 p.m. the Wasp, 
crossed the bow of the Wasp 
from port to starboard. and was 
struck amidship_on her starboard 
side. The Hobson rolled on her 
rt side and her keel dug deep 
to the Wasp’s bow. 
Immediate Rescue Work. 


“All Wasp engines were back- 
ing at emergency speed at the 
time of the collision. The Hob- 
son broke into two parts and sank 
four minutes later alongside of 
the Wasp, then dead in tne water. 
Rescue operations were immedi- 
ate and positive and some sur- 
vivors were actually pulled from 
the Hobson while lifejackets, 
floats, nets and lines were thrown 
over the side to men in the water. 
The Wasp launched eight small 
boats immediately’ with the as- 
signed crews and officers.

Seizure — Approves

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 


e —In the constitutional battle over 
; | governmental seizure of the steel 


industry, President Truman has 
said he had a right and a duty 
to take over the mills. 

The President, in correspond- 
ence released by the White House 
last night, appeared to take a nar- 
rower view of presidential powers 
than Government attorneys did in 
arguments before United States 
District Judge David A. Pine. 

Truman said executive powers 
are “limited, of course, by the 


provisions of the Constitution, 
particularly those that protect the 
rights of individuals.” He said 
it was proper that the courts now 
are examining the legality of the 
situation, but that: 

“I feel sure that the Constitu- 
tion does not reduire me to en- 
danger our national safety by let- 
ting all the steel mills shut down 
in this critical time.” 

. Lawyer’s Contention. 

Holmes~ Baldridge, handling 
Government argument to uphold 
seizure powers, told Judge Pine 
last Friday that the Chief Execu- 
tive had unlimited authority un- 
der the Constitution and the 
courts could not interfere. “The 
President is accountable only to 
the country and the decisions of 
the President are conclusive,” 
Baldridge said. 

The legal question was in the 
hands of Judge Pine in a case 
brought by the steel industry to 
force the Government to sur- 
render the seized facilities. 

Judge Pine, after taking the 
case under advisement last Fri- 
day, kept busy over the weekend 
considering the historic legal 
arguments. His ruling could 
come today, but may be delayed 
until tomorrow or Wednesday. 

Truman’s letter was written 
yesterday to Charles S. (Casey) 
Jones of Washington Crossing, 
Pa. Jones, 58 years old, flew with 
the LaFayette Escadrille over 
France in World War I. 

Jones wrote the President the 
night of April 8 after listening 
to Truman’s broadcast in which 
the President explained his rea- 
sons for ordering federal seizure 
of the strike-threatened industry. 

Jones’s letter follows: 

Dear Mr. President: 


I just listened to your talk— 
and think you did a very fine job 
of presentation. 

I tried to wire you but could 
not—because the Western Union 
is on strike—but I’d like the an- 
swer to a couple questions. 

1. You speak of $19 profit to 
steel companies—is this before 
or after taxes—and if before, 
which I think it is, what is the 
profit after taxes and would it 
be fair to mention it? 

2. What about the closed shop 
—which I did not hear you 
mention. 

3. Why was not the Taft- 
Hartley Act used before— 
apparently now it is too late. 

4. Is it true that the so-called 
“nublic’” members of the board 
‘were Sage on the recom- 
mendatfon of labor? ° 

5. Is it true that the final 
recommendations of the board 
exceed the demands of labor? 

I note this is more than a cou- 
ple questions—but we'd be inter- 
ested in the answers.

IAP PEAGE TREATY 
PUT INTO EFFECT, 
NATION'S FREEDOM 
RESTORED IN FULL 


Ratification Ceremony in 
U, S. Formally Ends 
War for 10 Countries 
—Security Pact Also 
Goes Into Force. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
—The United States put the Jap- 
anese peace treaty into effect at 
8:30 a.m. (St. Louis time), today, 
restoring full independence for 
Japan and formally ending the 
Pacific phase of World War II for 
10 nations. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
brought the treaty into force by 
depositing the United States rati- 
fication, signed by President Tru- 
man, at a State Department cere- 
mony. 

Representatives of the United 
States, Japan, and eight other na- 


tions took part in the ceremony 
in an eleventh floor conference 
room of a State Department of- 
fice building. 

(A delayed broadcast of the 
ceremony will be carried by Post- 
Dispatch Station KSD at 4:45 
o’clock this afternoon.) 

Security Pact in Effect. 

Simultaneously the United 
States and Japan put into effect 
a security treaty by which United 
States forces will remain in the 
Japanese islands as long as neces- 
sary to carry on the war in Korea 
and to provide security for un- 
armed Japan against possible 
Communist aggression from Asia. 

A part of the security arrange- 
ment is that the newly independ- 
ent Japan will shortly begin to 
rearm for its own defense. 


The brief ceremony concluded 
the technical and legal steps 
making the pacts’ effective. 
Acheson and Japanese diplomat 
Ryuji Takeuchi were the princi- 
pals in the official ritual. They 
presented messages from their 
principals—President Truman and 
Prime Minister Shigeru Yosbida. 

President Truman's statement 
hailed the reborn nation as a 
valiant ally in the _ struggle 
against “Communist imperialism 
and aggressidn in the Paeific.” 

Yoshida declared the Japanese 
people “can meet the challenge 
of our times.” 

Russia Assails Treaties. 


Russia immediately denounced 
the peace treaty and _ security 
pact as ‘treaties for the prepara- 
tion of a new war in the Far 
East.” The Moscow Government 
assailed the two pacts in a state- 
ment made public by Ambassa- 
dor Alexander Panyushkin 30 
minutes after the two treaties 
went into effect. 

Panyushkin called the peace 
pact an “illegal sgparate peace 
treaty with Japan” concluded in 
violation of the Big Four Moscow 
conference of 1945. 

“The conclusion of this treaty 
shows how far the United States 
Government has gone in its pol- 
icy of converting Japan into a 
United States military bridgehead 
in the Far East,” he added, 

Panyushkin’s denunciation. was 
in the form of a 1000-word letter 
to Maxwell Hamilton, American 
chairman of the 13-nation Far 
Eastern Commission. Panyushkin, 
Russia’s representative-on this 
group, also branded as “a new 
illegal act” the United States 
move to‘abolish the commission 

now that Japan’s peace treaty is 
in effect. 

In reply to the Russian blast, 
the State Department said _ terse- 
ly: “Every member of the Far 
Eastern Commission, with the 
possible exception of the Soviet 
representative, recognizes that it 
has nothing more to do. The 
Japanese Government is now 
fully free and independent.” 

Proclamations by Truman. 

After the State Department 
ceremony, President Truman is- 
sued formal proclamations that 


both the peace treaty and the 


security treaty with Japan had 
gone into effect, and that the 
state of war was terminated. 

Truman also declared emer- 
gencies resulting from the war 
with Japan to be at an end. 

The peace treaty ends the Japa- 
nese occupation, and restores full 
sovereignty to the Japanese Nna- 
tion. It puts no political strings 
on Japan’s future and establishes 
the basis for what its chief archi- 
tect, Republican leader John Fos- 
ter Dulles, called a ‘peace of rec- 
onciliation.” 

The big new fact of Japanese- 
American relations is that from 
here on the United States can no 
longer tell Japan what to do. It 
can negotiate and request, and it 
has tremendous power because of 
Japan’s economic and military 
weakness for the time being. But 
the Tokyo government has 
achieved real independence, 

Celebration in Japan. 

In Japan’s cities and villages, 
temple bells greeted the dawn of 
the nation’s new independence 
after 10 years of war and occupa- 
tion. A direct radio broadcast 
from Washington signaled formal 
ratification of the peace treaty 
and set off an explosion of mer- 
rymaking: that rivaled a New 
Year's eve celebration.

Only Friday, the Communists 
ended secret negotiations on 
P.O.W. exchange after the U.N. 
Command informed them that 
only 70,000 of the 169,000 Red 
soldiers and civilians held by the 
Allies want to return to Com- 
munist rule. 

Asked what the U.N. Command 
hoped to accomplish by secret 
discussions Nuckols said: 

“We hope to minimize the use 
of the meetings for prapaganda 
purposes. We hope that by get- 
ting down to brass tacks that an 
armistice can be reached more 
speedily.” 


Nuckols told newspaper men: /

—Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway was 
appointed today to succeed Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as Sut- 
preme Allied Commander in — 
rope. 

President Truman announced ‘n 
the same time the appointment 
of Gen. Mark W. Clark to succeed 
Ridgway as United Nations com- 
mander in Korea and commander 
in cuief of the United States 
armed forces in the Far East. 

Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther will 
continue as chief of staff to the 
Supreme Allied Commander in 
Europe. This is the post he has 
held under Eisenhower. 

Ridgway’s actual appointment 
was made by the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization Council, 
meeting in Paris. He was nomi- 
nated for the position by Tru- 
man in response to a request of 
the Council that he nominate an 
American officer for the post. 

Statement by President. — 

Truman said in a statement: 

“I have every confidence that 
Generals Ridgway and Gruenther 
will make an outstanding team 
for our common defense effort.” 

Ridgway’s appointment and 
Eisenhower's release as Supreme 
Allied Commander will become 
effective approximately June 1. 

The President said he was con- 
tinuing Gruenther as chief of 
staff “in accordance with Gen. 
Ridgway’s desires.” 

Praising Gruenther’s “outstand- 
ing experience and abilities,” Tru- 
man said that he “affords a con- 
tinuity of staff leadership and 
planning to supreme headquarters 
that is especially valuable at this 
time.” 

Gen. Clark’s Assignment.

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway’s Al- 
lied general headquarters an- 
nounced this yesterday and esti- 
mated Communist troop strength 
now at “well over three quarters 
of a million men,” most of them 
Chinese. It estimated the Red air 
force at 1500 planes, more than 
half of them jets. 

This buildup during nine and 
one-half months of truce negotia- 
tions does not yet pose a threat 
to United Nations forces, . the 
Army said, but demonstrates that 
the Communists “intend to main- 
tain a strong position in Korea.” 

Despite Allied air superiority, 
the report said, the Communists 
have been able to shift troops, 
keep front line supplies flowing 
and maintain troop training. 

Enemy Able to Move Armies. 

Troop changes have not “in 
themselves indicated offensive in- 
tentions,” the report said, but 
have “demonstrated the ability of 
the enemy to move armies into 
and out of the line without suf- 
fering casualties.” “ 

The report said the enemy for- 
tiffcations “are somewhat crude 
in construction when compared 
with the Siegfried line; neverthe- 
less, improvement continues with 
each passing day. Bunkers have 
been heated and in many in- 
stances are well stocked with food 
and ammunition.” 

The Siegfried line was Nazi Ger- 
many’s famed World War II de- 
fense system along the French 
border. 

The report said rocket launch- 
ers have appeared on the enemy 
side but have not been employed 
eféectively “‘as yet.”

Must Use Same Principles. | 

Obviously, if we are going to 
be fair, business must be gov-

If we allowed 
the steel companies to get price 
increases to cover their higher 
taxes, we would simply be shift- 
ing the tax burden to those less 
able to afford it.

sought. A board of inquiry must 
be appointed, must hold hearings, 
and must prepafe a report to the 
President. Only then may the 
President instruct the Attorne 
General to seek an injunction. A 
this takes time. On previous oc- 
casions, when I have used the 
Taft-Hartley Act, it has taken on 
the average from a week to 10 
days from the time a board of in- 
quiry is appointed until the time 
the Attorney General may get an 
injunction. The Taft-Hartley Act 
simply would not have prevented 
a shutdown of essential stee] pro- 
duction in this case 

Your fourth question is whether 
the public members of the Wage 
Stabilization Board werc ap- 
pointed on the recommendation 
of labor. They were not. The 
public members of the board were 
appointed to their positions be- 
cause they were experienced and 
qualified men to represent the 
public interest. Most of them 
have a first-hand familiarity with 
labor-management relations. As & 
matter of fact, their acceptability 
to both industry and labor is evi- 
denced by the fact that several 
of them frequently served as 
arbitrators of industrial disputes. 
In such situations, the arbitrator 
is the choice of both the union 
and the management, and his 
compensation is paid for jointly 
by the parties.

~ Get All the Facts. 


I hope this letter will give you 
a better understanding of the 
steel controversy. I know the 
American people will make the 
proper judgment if only they get 
all the facts and see the issues. 
Your Government is doing all in 
its power to get the facts to the 


ernment are laying out the es- 
sential facts on wages and on 
prices before a number of con- 
gressional committees. I can only 
hope that the newspapers of the 
country will give as much atten- 
tion to these facts as they do to 
the paid political ads of the steel 
companies. 

I realized that the action I was 
taking in this case was very dras- 
tic, and I did it only as a matter 
of necessity to meet an extreme 
emergency. In so doing, I believe 
that I was acting within the pow- 
ers of the President under the 
Constitution—and, indeed, that it 
was the duty of the President un- 
der the Constitution to act to 
preserve the safety of the nation. 
The powers of the President are 
derived from the Constitution, 
and they are limited, of course, by 
the provisions of the Constitution, 
particularly those that protect the 
rights of individuals. The legal 
problems that arise from these 
facts are now being examined in 
the courts, as is proper, but I feel 
sure that the Constitution does 
not require me to endanger our 
national safety by letting all the 
steel mills shut down in this criti- 
cal time. 

I have repeatedly stated that 
the idea of Government operation 
of the steel mills is distasteful to 
me. I have twice sent messages to 
the Congress asking it to pre- 
scribe a course to be followed to 
achieve a solution of this case, if 
the Congress disagreed with the 
action I was taking. The Con- 
gress has not done s0. 

I want to end Government op- 
eration at the earliest possible 
moment, and I will do everything 
I can to end it as soon as that 
can be done without irreparable 
harm to the national interest. 

I am takin the liberty of mak- 
ing my letter to you public in the 
hope that the information will be 
helpful to others who are equally 
anxious to know the real facts in 
this controversy.

—Gen. Matthew B. -Ridgway is 
regarded in military circles here 
as an exceptionally brilliant sol- 
dier and an able administrator. 
Ridgway, 57. years old, earned 
a reputation for courageous and 


insipiring leadership during 
World War II. His reputation in- 
creased with his tactics in the 
Korean war. 

He has won almost every medal 
an Army man can win except the 
Medal of Honor. He. has won 
some of them twice and has more 

‘than 30 decorations to prove his 
worth as a combat soldier. 

When Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walk- 

er was killed in a jeep accident 
in Korea, Ridgway was the man 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur wanted 
for Walker’s replacement. At 
that time Ridgway was chief of 
staff of Army operations, both at 
home and overseas. Army oper- 
ations, both at home and overseas. 
Army operations was: one of his 
jobs as deputy chief of staff for 
administration. When MacArthur 
was called home Ridgway stepped 
into his command. 


Led Paratroopers. 


Ridgway was boss of the para- 
troopers in World War II. He 
flew with them, dropped behind 
enemy lines with them. He car- 
ried hand grenades strapped to 
his paratrooper harness. He used 
those grenades when necessary. 

In the 1943 Sicilian invasion, 
Ridgway directed the planning, 
training and operation of the first 
major night airborne aqperation 
ever attempted by any army. He 
won the Distinguished Service 
Cross—the Army’s second highest 
decoration—for the Sicilian job, 

On the 1944 D-day in Norman- 
dy, the Allied amphibious forces 
landed at 6 am. But Ridgway 
had landed four hours hefore. He 
jumped with the Eighty-second 
Airborne Division at 2 a.m.

The present Wasp fought all 
over the Pacific, and was credited 
with dewning 230 enemy planes 
ard destroying 411 on the ground, 
sinking 82 ships and damaging 
305 for a total tonnage of 1,187,- 
079 sunk or damaged 

It suffered a bomb hit that 
kfiled 102, but in less than an 
hour it was putting planes in the 
air to hit at Kure and Honshu. 

The lost ship Hobson had a 
notable war history, 


in the November 1942 invasion of 
Casablanca and in the June 1944 
landings on the Normandy beach- 
head. The ship was cited for sub- 
marine patrol duty after sinking 
the German submarine U-575. 
Transferred to the Pacific 
theater follow!Ing its conversion 
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As a destroyer, it participated | 


as a minesweeper in December 
1944, the Hobson was subjected 
to Japanese kamikaze (suicide) 
attack and disabled temporarily 
when a bomb struck its engine 
room. : 

The ship was named for Adm. 
Richmond P. Hobson, a naval 
hero of the Spanish-American 
War. . 

The Hobson was launched Sept. 
8, 1941. It had a waterline length 
of 341 feet and mounted three 
five-inch guns plus anti-aircraft 
batteries. 

It was one of the worst non- 
combat disasters for the Navy 
since 1942. 

On Feb. 18, 1942, the destroyer 
Truxton and the cargo ship Pol- 
lux were lost off Newfoundland 
in a storm. The toll wag 204 dead. 

On April 19, 1942, the destroyer 
Ingraham was involved in an At- 
lantic collision with 218 lives lost. 

The worst World War II naval 
disaster was when the carrier 
Franklin was damaged off the 
coast of Japan in 1945 with the 
loss of 832 men. .

U.S. PLANE STRENGTH 


‘PUT AT TWO-THIRDS 


THAT OF RUSSIANS 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (UP) 
—Secretary of the Air Force 
Thomas K. Finletter estimates 
that. American plane strength is 
“two thirds or three-fourths” 
that of Russia. 


Finletter said Russia has about 
20,000 front-line combat planes 
and an equal number in reserve 
while the United States has only 
between 13,000 and 15,000 in each 
category. 

While Russian air power {is 
numerically superior, Finletter 
said the United States is produc- 
ing better quality planes of cer- 
tain types. He said the United 
States is far in the lead-in fighter- 
bombers and heavy bombers, 

In a radio transcription re- 
leased yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Legion, Finletter said 
whether the Air Force catches up 
with Russia in air power depends

Claim to Majority of | 
Delegates Is Sup- 
ported by News- 
paper Survey.

AUBURN, Ala., April 28. 
LABAMA, the first state to 
answer frollcall at a national 
convention, is breaking away 

from the supposed Solid South 
support of Senator Russell of 
Georgia in favor of Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee. 


Concrete evidence to support 
the optimistic claims of the 
Kefauver campaign manager, W, 
D. Partlow Jr., of Tuscaloosa, 
broke on the eve of a personal 
drive by the rival Senators for 
victory in the Florida primary 
May 6. 


It had been assumed that 
Florida, the only state where the 
two are directly matched, would 
afford the sole clue to their rela- 
tive popularity in the South. As 
so often happens, Washington and 
the professional politicians were 
taking too much for granted. 

Partlow said Saturday that 
more than half the Alabama dele- 
gation would be pledged to 
Kefauver. Yesterday the Mont- 
gomery Advertiser backed him 
up with its own check of the 
delegation. 


The Advertiser political writer, 
Geoffrey Birt, said he had made 
a state-wide check of the 41 
candidates for the 26-member 
delegation to the Democratic 
convention. 


Twenty-five of the 41 were 
reached and permitted direct 
quotation of their views. Twelve 
were for Kefauver, eight for 
Russell and five uncommitted. 

Of the remaining 16, Birt 
wrote that the preferences of 
nine were helieved known. He 
allotted four of these to Kefauver 
and five to Russell, leaving seven 
in doubt. 

The Kefauver support. is 
anchored as usual to the younger 
generation. It inecludes,, his 
backers say, women, church 
people, independent voters, vet- 
erans and* labor. It has been 
shown in other states that the 
Tennessean strongly appeals toe 
such groups.

An investigation of the China lobby was pro- 
posed last July by Senator Morse of Oregon, a 
Republican, and Senator McMahon of Connetti- 
cut, a Democrat. Representative Karsten of St. 
Louis recently called for a congressional investi- 
gation to determine whether United States aid 
to China has been misused to finance the China 
lobby. 

Now The Reporter magazine devotes most of 
two special issues to a report on “The China 
Lobby.” It tells an almost incredible story of 
how millions of dollars supplied by the United 
States Government are fed back into this country 
with the aim of shanghaiing still further millions 
from the United States Treasury for Chiang 
Kai-shek’s lost cause. \ 

Toward that end the Nationalists do not hesi- 
tate to try to discredit every individual and 
agency of the American Government that stands 
in their way. They impugn the motives and the 
character of decent citizens like Secretary Ache- 
son and former Secretary Marshall. 


They feed propaganda to demagogues like 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin in the hope of « 
destroying the confidence of the American peo- 
ple in their Department of State. They help 
elect and indoctrinate members of Congress who 
they feel will vote the way they want them to. 
Into their camp they draw the reputable and 
the disreputable; the only criterion is willing- 
ness to be used.

Some of the pro-Chiang, anti-State Department 
material used by China lobby mouthpieces has

Fulton Lewis Jr., a radio commentator, told 
his audience that such was the source of attacks 
on John Carter Vincent, counselor of embassy 
in China in 1942 and later Chief of the Division 
of Chinese Affairs at the State Department. The 
secret-police reports were patched together by 
Lewis, the magazine said, “to make a picture of 
fellow-traveling career men conspiring to sell 
out Chiang to the Communists.”

Already the congressional proposals for an in- 
vestigation of the China lobby have been too 
long gathering dust. This lobby, as The Reporter 
shows with citations of book, chapter and verse, 
has committed itself to “direct intervention in 
American domestic politics.” 

Max Ascoli, editor of The Reporter, writes: 

Since the China lobby was reassembled 
here after Mao’s victory, it has had to exert 
pressure on Congress, on the Executive, on 
public opinion, to get dollars and weapons in 
almost unlimited quantity. Yet not even bil- 
lions or arsenals can satisfy it. Actually, 
nothing can, short of total war—a total war 
against international Communism that the 

United States has to start in the shortest 

possible time, for Chiang’s position on For- 

mosa is tragic, and his shrunken army has 

to reconquer a nation of nearly 500,000,000 

people. 

Demagogic exploitation, so a prominent Ameri- 
can churchman said last week, is making it 
more and more difficult “to shape foreign or do- 
mestic policies upon rational grounds.” He was 
not describing the China lobby specifically, but 
his words apply to the way that lobby paralyzes 
our policy-making in an important area of inter- 
national affairs. 

Both the blood and the treasure of this coun- 
try are the stakes for which the China lobby 
plays. The stakes are too high for the American 
people, and their representatives in Washington, 
to leave undisclosed the little-known forces that, 
for their own' grim ends, are seeking to deter- 
mine the outcome. 


Street Scene 


Harry Nash, a guide who has been showing 
people around Washington for nearly 40 years, 
says he can remember no such crush of visitors 
as has piled in on the national capital since 
Easter. Places to sleep have been at a premium 
and restaurants packed to the doors. True enough 
the cherry trees have been in bloom, but nobody 
seems to know why the jam this year should be 
so much bigger than usual. 

We have a suggestion. The fountain on the 
sweeping lawn of the renovated White House is 
ringed about with tall, flame-colored tulips, the 
bulbs of which were sent over last fall by Queen 
Juliana of Holland. On each side of the circle of 
tulips is a fragrarft bed of hundreds of pink hya- 
cinths. And in the foreground are masses of 
pansies, purple and blue, yellow and brown. 
Atop the White House hangs the Stars and 
Stripes with a cerulean sky backdrop. 

That is the scene the visitors see when they 
pass along Pennsylvania avenue opposite Lafa- 
yette square. It is enough to draw uncounted 
thousands who do not know that it is there yet 
somehow feel its pull no matter how far away 
they live. 
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Off the Transit Track 


After blowing hot and cold on a metropolitan 
transit authority, Mayor Darst has now concluded 
that city-owned transit is the thing. This is his 
decision for today—without prejudice as to what 
he may decide tomorrow. 

The Mayor was one of the sponsors of the idea 
of a non-political metropolitan transit agency 
four months ago. Since then he has been oddly 
quiet about it, except for rousing statements on 
the two occasions when Public Service Co. sought 
fare increases. 

Early last week the Mayor again. promised 
action on a metropolitan authority. A few days 
later, though, he proposed a city transit authori- 
ty, to consummate his changeability. 

This does not make much sense. The commu- 
nity still lacks conclusive evidence that public 
ownership is advisable. But even if it is consid- 
ered, certainly a metropolitan approach makes 
more sense than purely city ownership. 

A city-owned transit system, particularly on 
the restricted basis envisaged by Mayor Darst, 
would cover the area’s transportation needs the 
way a postage stamp covers an envelope. Transit 
requirements simply do not stop at the city lim- 
its. Thousands of county residents have a direct 
interest in them. They should have a share in 
both the management and the cost if public 
ownership is ever adopted. 

Mayor Darst’s current proposal does not in- 
clude the planning necessary to justify public 
ownership or the risk of public funds. Under the 
procedure for a metropolitan authority, a board 
of freeholders would have studied the problem 
and presented a plan of operation to voters in 
city and county. Under the Mayor’s proposal, 
city voters would pass only on a charter amend- 
ment to set up a city transit agency. 

As to fundamental questions of how this agen- 
cy might operate, whether it would buy Public 
Service or compete with it, what the financial 
burdens might be, and how the city would serve 
suburban areas or. if it would—these matters 
would be left to a “committee of citizens” named 
by the Mayor. 

Such an ill-conceived procedure is strictly off 
the track. If, as this newspaper has noted, Mayor 
Darst had stuck to his original course, the St. 
Louis area would now be closer to a decision on 
how to fit the transit system to metropolitan 
needs. That would have been better than mis- 
spent months and hasty propositions. Fortu- 
nately it is still possible to get back on that 


track. Tomorrow, at City Hall, is another day. 
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Taft on the Harding Trail 


Robert A. Taft took us back more than 30 
years in the Jefferson City speech which closed 
the Ohio Senator’s day of whirlwind campaign- 
ing for Missouri delegates. He took us back 32 


"years to be exact. Back to the campaign of 1920 


and the candidacy of Warren G. Harding, who 
was, as it happened, a Senator from Ohio. 

There was a going international organization 
for peace at the time. It was called the League 
of Nations. But it had been brought into being 
largely under the impetus of Woodrow Wilson 
and Wilson was a Democrat. So Harding had to 
be for international co-operation in some other 
form. He campaigned for a new “association of 
nations” to take the place of the League of 
Nations at Geneva. 

All that came to mind when we read that 
1952's Mr. Republican thinks that the U.N., 
founded in the Roosevelt years, is “a failure” 
and that there should be in its place a “new 
world organization based on international law.” 
Senator Taft’s idea may sound original, but it 
is close to a carbon copy of the notion circulated 
in 1920 by Warren Gamaliel Harding.

It would be hard to imagine a greater number 
of good results packed into one unpretentious 
event than are packed into the Children’s Art 
Bazaar, which is having its third annual showing 
through May 3. 

Through the bazaar, St. Louis children gain 
a wider audience for their talent—and so, for 
the second year, do children from England, 
Sweden, India, Turkey, Japan, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, and The Netherlands.

Saving on Funeral Bills 

Additional evidence that co-operative burial 
societies can cut funeral costs cOMmes from De- 
troit. There a co-op sponsored by the CIO United 
Automobile Workers’ Union has succeeded in 
slashing burial costs more than 50 per cent. 

Under the Detroit union’s plan, private under- 
takers conduct the funerals. The undertaker 
sells at cost any coffin which a family may select. 
The co-op then authorizes him a fixed service 
charge of $245 to cover specified services. The 
union says that the average cost of 25 funerals 
under the plan was $369, as compared with 
about $1100 before the co-op was organized. 

Similar results have been reported by other 
union groups, notably the United Mine Workers’ 
Local’1111, which operates a co-op in the West 
Frankfort area. In St. Louis, a group of CIO and 
AFL unions are examining the question, Leaders 
of the local movement say the average funeral 
bill here runs about $825, and hope to slash 
this by $300 to $500. The evidence from Detroit 
indicates this aim is not at all far fetched.

A One-Sided Forum on Power 


The Mirror

Speakers, subjects and industry sponsors were weighted on side of 
private ownership at conference of Illinois Institute of Technology 
and nine other midwest colleges, magazine says; it recalls the mis- 
use of the schools for the utility propaganda 15 years ago. 


An Editorial in Publie Power Magazine 


Over 15 years ago, the American public 
was properly shocked when a Federal 
Trade Commission investigation showed 
the alarming extent to which the private 
electric utilities were using the American 
school system to convey their propaganda. 
This sordid bit of history appears to be in 
the process of repeating itself. 

A striking case in point was the spon- 
#orship last month by the Illinois Institute 
of Technology of the first American Pow- 
er Conference, which was an outgrowth 
of the Midwest Power Conference. Nine 
other highly respected midwestern colleges 
and universities (lowa State College, Mich- 
igan State College, Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Purdue University, State University 
of Iowa, University of Illinois, University 
of Michigan, University of Minnesota and 
University of Wisconsin) co-operated in 
the sponsorship of this conference. 

The following sentence appeared on the 
inside front cover of the conferencé pro- 
gram: “Academic sponsorship permits the 
freest possible discussion ranging from 
the technical through the economic and 
into the social aspects of the subject.” 

This editorial was written as the confer- 
ence was being held, and full reports on it 
had not yet been received, but we are 
confident that the “freest possible discus- 
sion” was encouraged from the floor at 
the various conference sessions. We are 
dismayed to note, however, that the speak- 
ers who were selected for the program 
were likely to present only one side of a 
controversial subject—the issue of public 
power—which was interjected in the con- 
ference program. 

Although some representatives of pub- 
licly owned electric systems were sched- 
uled to appear on the program, these were 
all assigned strictly technical subjects. On 
the. other hand, in sessions where the 
public-private power controversy was likely 
to arise, the discussion leaders were either 
representatives of private power companies 
or others who were likely to hold similar 
concepts. 

This was particularly true with respect 
to an evening forum entitled, “Outlook for 
American Free Enterprise.” The chair- 
man and one of the speakers at this session 
were both presidents of private power 
companies, whereas the other speaker was 
a representative of: an organization which 
is not likely to hold any sympathy for 
public power. 

Again, in the session entitled, “Public 
Attitude and What Can Be Done About 
It,” there is every indication from the 
titles of the papers that this session was 
arranged to link public power with So- 
cialism—a thesis to which many honorable 
persons could offer serious objections. 

Another questionable matter is the fact 
that the conference was sponsored with 
the co-operation of the Association of Edi- 


son Illuminating Companies and the Edi- 
son Electric Institute. 

Both of these organizations represent 
private power companies exclusively, and 
their outspoken position in opposition fo 
public power is well known in the industry. 
As far as we have been able to ascertain, 
no public power organization was invited to 
co-operate in sponsorship. 


Of course, we would not want to suggest 
that the Illinois Institute of Technology 
and the. nine schools co-operating in the 
sponsorship of the conference inhibit in 
any way discussion which is unfavorable to 
public power. 

There are admittedly arguments which 
can be raised against public power, and 
they should be freely discussed. On the 
other hand, there are strong and valid 
arguments which can be presented in favor 
of public power. 

We contend, therefore, that since the 
Illinois Institute of Technology “assumes 


financial responsibility, makes all arrange-. 


ments, and prepares the program” for the 
conference, and since nine other respected 
colleges co-operated in the sponsorship of 
the conference, there was a solemn obliga- 
tion, in the interests of academic freedom, 
to present both sides of a subject upon 
which the conference sponsors were quite 
aware that there are valid and respected 
differences of opinion. 


The American Public Power Association 
has expressed the views represented above 
to the president of the Illinois Institute of 
Technology. 

His reply was that the program commit- 
tee of the conference “has always endeav- 
ored to maintain a reasonable balance” and 
that, “Possibly some years have more 
papers on one side than the other but I 
think this can be attributed more than 
anything else to the preponderance of pri- 
vately owned power facilities in the United 
States.” 

The fact that the privately-owned electric 
systems represent 80 per cent of the in- 
dustry gives no educational institution 
license to present the views of only the 
major segment of that industry—particu- 
larly when those views are intertwined 
with economic concepts which are of con- 
siderable academic interest. 


In any event, the fact remains that this 
year—on the occasion of the first Ameri- 
can Power Conference, when the pattern 
for future meetings should have been set— 
only one side of a controversial subject has 
been represented in the program. 


If the colleges persist in sponsoring this 
conference, they should take every precau- 
tion to see that in the second American 
Power Conference, their respected institu- 
tions are not used for the malodorous 
practices revealed in the Federal Trade 
Commission investigation. 


Lessons We Have 


Learned in Korea 


From The Washington Post 


The fuss over the 200,000th Army vet- 
eran returned from Korea affords an op- 
portunity to review some of the lessons 
learned during 22 months of fightirig there. 
No tally of benefits, of course, can be 
equated with the cost in dead and wound- 
ed and heartbreak. But the experience of 
Korea, profitably applied, may at another 
time save more lives than have been lost. 

Foremost among the benefits is, of 
course, the fact that the Communist ag- 
gression awakened the free world from its 
torpor. This is clearer than some of the 
subsidiary benefits, but these are substan- 
tial enough to note. 

Korea, for instance, has been the first 
practical test of unification. From the In- 
chon landing on, air, ground and sea forces 
have worked as a team, both on the fight- 
ing fronts and in logistics. In the air war, 
planes from the Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rines have been dispatched from unified 
control centers. 

Medical care has been completely uni- 
fied, with dramatic progress in evacuation 
and lifesaving techniques. As a corollary, 
the Korean fighting also has spurred real 


racial fntegration in the armed forces— 
with irrefutable evidence that it works. 

As a “live” training ground, Korea has 
demonstrated beyond any doubt the su- 
periority of firepower over mass. It has 
provided a testing ground for new weapons. 

It has brought regular use of the heli- 
copter as an adjunct to ground units. It 
has proved that ground soldiers cannot be 
made into pack mules. It has been invalu- 
able training in a kind of guerrilla war- 
fare American troops were not accustomed 
to, and it has furnished a large cadre of 
combat-experienced instructors. 

Korea also has put a thorn in the idea 
that air power could win a war alone. It 
showed the unsuitability of certain types 
of planes for tactical support in a limited 
war, and it showed that air superiority and 
the interdiction of enemy supplies alone 
are not enough. The bouts with the Rus- 
sian MIG-15 have opened many eyes to 
the United States’ lag in aircraft design. 

All im all, the lessons have been paid 
for in blood, but the fighting has not been 
in vain—and this is true in more respects 
than most of us realize. 


Between Book Ends 


The Meaning of Macbeth 
MACBETH, edited by Kenneth Muir. (Methven & Co., 
Lid.. 196 pas., $2.75.) 
The famous Arden Edition of Shakes 
peare’s plays, first published just a half 


century ago, is now being revised in the : 


light of twentieth-century scholarship. 
“Macbeth,” painstakingly edited by Mr. 
Kenneth Muir, is the first play to appear 
in the new series, and it should be wel- 
comed by all conscientious readers as an 
enlightening publication which will assist 
in the elucidation of many hitherto per- 
plexing and intricate passages in the tra- 
gedy. 

Apart from giving the reader a clear, 
modernized text, the editor, in a scholarly 
introduction, takes up such learned ques- 
tions as the date of “Macbeth,” the much 
debated matter of interpolations, and the 
sources. A large section of the introduc- 
tion is also given up to the views on the 
tragedy of such critics as Coleridge, Haz- 
litt, A. C. Bradley, Caroline Spurgeon, and 


numerous others. While such a discussion , 


may bewilder all but 
the most scholarly, it 
serves to remind us 
today of what a teem- 
ing market-place of 
exegesis Shakespear- 
ean criticism has be- 
come. It is surpris- 
ing, however, to find 
in Mr. Muir's edi- 
tion that he gives 
but scant attention 
to Granville - Barker, 
that eminently civil- 
ized critic and one 
of the very few who 
took Shakespeare 
out of the study and 
onto the stage where he belongs. Neither 
are the American critics too well repre- 
sented: while the babblings of the “new 
critics” are mercifully omitted, one would 
like to find some of the older and dis- 
tinguished American Shakespearean schol- 
ars given the nod of recognition they de- 
serve. 


In times like these, when the study of 
the humanities is so disgracefully ignored 
(even im our great universities and col- 
leges), the publication of the Arden “Mac- 
beth” is a salutary event; for the re-read- 
ing of this tragedy will bring to the minds 
of readers the enormity of the questions it 
poses, the timelessness of its conflict, its 
moral significance, and its infinite mean- 
ing in terms of twentieth-century life. 
These are all matters to be pondered if we 
are to survive—and “Macbeth” renews in 
our consciousness these issues which are 
fundamental to our existence.

He seeks to answer 
it by tracing the discoveries of geology, 
paleontology, biology and anthropology 
and examining the various theories of the 
origin of life based upon a reading and 
interpretation of the record left by vege- 
table and animal forms, correlated with 
their philosophic implications. In the end- 
less struggle to survive, and emerging from 
it, Dr. Bradley finds a basic pattern for suc- 
cessful living. 

The book, first published in 1938, is now 
issued in a second edition.

! FTER the long uninterrupted season of power the Democratic 


e ice floes are jamming and cracking and the, flood waters 


are rising every moment. 


But one somewhat lonely figure 
stands out of the general destruc- 
tion. Senator Paul’ Douglas of 
Tilinois defies all political rules. 
He fits into none : | 
of the narrow 
moulds that.con- 
fine most of the 
public men of 
our day. This is 
one reason why, 
despite his earn- 
est. insistence 
‘that he is nof a 
candidate for the 
presidency and 
will not be, some 
Democrats cling 
to him as the 92 
hope of the party. They believe 
that his reluctance, which resem- 
‘bles somewhat the firm reluctance 
of Illinois’ Ggv. Adlai Stevenson, 
can be overcome. 


With his highly publicized dec- 
aration for Senator Estes Kefau- 
ver, they consider that . Douglas 
himself is beginning to assume 
the proper stance. After all, he 
had at one point declared in 
favor of both parties nominating 
Gep. Dwight D. Eisenhower for an 
unprecedented demonstration of 
national unity. 
work his way back to party loy- 
alty, and this he did before the 
newsreel and television cameras 
when he came out for Kefauver. 

Thus goes the reasoning of his 
Joyal followers. They, however, 
see the ticket not as.Kefauver and 

’ Douglas, but the other way 
around—Douglas and Kefauver. 
In this order, they argue, it would 
be as strong as any ticket the 
Democrats could put in the field. 


On the Steel Issue. 


Whether it is evidence of any- 
thing more than his customary 
willingness to take on tough is- 
sues, Douglas has nevertheless 
stepped into the middle of the 
steel controversy. If his inten- 
tion were to be a candidate he 
could hardly have taken a more 
calculatedly adroit stand. 


In the first place, he rebuked 
President Truman for his “intem- 
perate and exaggerated” language 
in saying that the steel companies 
were making $19.53 a ton profit 
on each ton of steel. That, Doug- 
las pointed out in a radio inter- 
view, was profit _before taxes. 
Then he also rebuked the steel 
companies for asking an “exces- 
sive” price increase of $12 a ton 
to compensate for the wage in- 
crease. 


The dispute over the seizure of 
the steel industry, unless it is 
suddenly and miraculously re- 
solved, promises to be one of the 
two or three hottest issues in the 

. campaign. In this space recently 
it was pointed out that profits of 
the steel companies had gone up

- But it does not follow, as some 
of the writers say, that profits be- 
fore taxes are wholly meaning- 
less. Management has the power 
to use the grand total of profits 
before taxes for a variety of ends 
that are deductible under the tax 
laws—wage increases, bonuses to 
executives and so on. It is seldom 
pointed out that the wage in- 
crease proposed is also “before 
taxes.” 

At his press conference, Mr.

But Douglas with his more de- 
tached and dispassionate outlook 
knows very well that it cannot be 
brushed aside. 

On the issues of economy and 
corruption, the Senator from Illi- 
nois has an outstanding record. 
He has repeatedly, and often with 
telling effect, opposed the pork- 
barrel spending in the rivers and 
harbors appropriation bills that 
are a regular feature of every 
session of Congress. Douglas also 
has insisted that the Defense De- 
partment could scale down its 
huge expenditures without im- 
pairing the national security. 


Non-Deductible Cocktails? 


In the midst of corruption and 
rumors of corruption touching 
every branch of the government, 
Douglas has the look of a lonely 
and sometimes self-righteous Pur- 
itan. He startled Washington, 
where the sea of cocktail parties 
laps perpetually at the shores of 
government, by proposing that ex- 
penditures for alcoholic beverages 
should no longer be tax deduc- 
tible as a business expense. 

This Puritan surveying Wash- 
ington’s expensive restaurants and 
the lobbyists of one kind or an- 
other who, populate them went 
further and proposed that a limit 
be put on the amount of the din- 
ner check that could be deducted.

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Organization of Official Board| 


Urged —‘No Radical 
Change’ Planned. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 28 (AP) 
—Recommendations for changes 
in the organization of every 
Methodist Church in the country 


come before the Methodist gen- 
eral conference today. 


They are based on an eight-year 
study. They are not to be con- 
fused with a controversial survey 
report which would revise dras- 
tically the upper level of church 
organization. Debate on this issue 
is scheduled late today. 


Bishop Costen J. Harrell of 
Charlotte, N.C., who headed the 
commission on the local church, 
noted that the study “adheres to 
the main line of our historical de- 
velopment and suggests no radical 
change in our established pat- 
tern.” 

The commission’s principal rec- 
ommendations: 

1. Organization in every local 
church of an official board and 
four basic commissions (evan- 
gelism, missions, education and 
finance) and as many commit- 
tees as necessary, all subject 
to the official board. The board 
would be composed of the trus- 
tees, stewards elected by the 
quarterly conference; and offi- 
cers of the local church and 
church organizations. 

2. The quarterly conference 
would function as the basic 
body of control in every local 
church and as the link with 
connectional Methodism. 

The. sharpest battle since the 
conference began Wednesday cen- 
tered on the $240,000 survey on 
streamlining organization of the 
church as a whole. As a result, 
each side named three persons 
to a committee to report today on 
areas of agreement. 

The survey calls for a new co- 
ordinating courcil as the top ad- 
ministrative body. The number of 
church agencies and publications 
would be reduced and total board 
and agency membership cut 20 
per cent. 

In an address last night, the 

Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman of 
New York told Methodists “if we 
support the church only as an 
insurance for our property, and 
practice prayer only as a means 
to success, then we are material- 
istic even as are the Commu- 
nists.” 
“The church,” he said, “must 
rise above the current emphasis 
on religion as security and revive 
its original gospel of salvation. 
We must see Korea and India 
not as dikes to check the flood 
of Communism, but as lands 
where needy members of God’s 
family are to be served and 
saved.”

OSCAR E. BERNINGHAUS 


OSCAR BERNINGHALS, 
NOTED PANTER, DES 


Former St. Louisan Succumbs 
in New Mexico—Excelled in 
Southwestern Scenes. 


Oscar Edmund _ Berninghaus, 
outstanding painter of Southwest- 
ern life and a former St. Louisan, 
died yesterday of a heart ailment 
at his home in Taos, N.M. He was 
77 years old. 


A native of St. Louis, Berning- 
haus was educated in the public 
schools here and had attended 
night classes at the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts, now a part 
of Washington University. 


As early as 1899 he began mak- 
ing trips to the quaint pueblo 
town of Taos to paint Indian 
scenes and western landscapes 
and in 1923 made it his perma- 
nent home.

itiation here in 
the early days of 
the Roosevelt

and effective service. 

But, as a politician and a can- 
didate for President?

Of 12 Japanese leaders sur- 
veyed by the Associated Press, 
not one suggested that the United 
States lend money to Japan. They 
suggested that the United States 
extend dollar credits to Japan in 
such a way that Japan can main- 
tain trade with Southeast Asia 
and still purchase raw materials 
from the United States, which 
China once supplied. 

If the United States can do 
something’ about developing raw 
materials in Southeast Asia, Ja- 
pan has the money to start spend- 
ing there.

Ichiro Ishikawa, president of 
the Federaltion of Economic Or- 
ganizations, said that “the falling 
of the Iron Curtain cut off a huge 
portion of the Asiatic mainland 
from the rest of the world and 
became a major setback to 
Japan.” 

Ishikawa suggested that the 
United States lower the price of 
raw materials sold to Japan, fi- 
nance industrial developments in 
Southeast Asia and allow Japan 
to increase its dollar balance by 
export sales to the dollar area. 

One of the major worries of 
Japanese business men is the loss 
of the United States market. They 
face increased tariffs on fish, 
cameras, toys and other favorite 
Japanese products.

BIG RISE IN BRITISH 
RUBBER EXPORTS TO 
RUSSIA REVEALED 


LONDON, April 28 (UP)—So- 
viet Russia got more rubber from 
Britian during the first three 
months of 1952 than in all of 
1951, it was disclosed today. 

The government is to be asked 
by members of the House of Com- 
mons later this week to explain 
how Russia obtained such a big 
supply of a war-essential com- 
modity, it is understood. 

Figures of the government’s 
Board of Trade department show 
that Russia got 43,371 tons of 
rubber from Britian in January, 
February and March as compared 
to 42,000 tons last year. 

Officials say that the apparently 
enormous rise is misleading, part- 
ly because Russia now buys its 
rubber through Britian, instead of 
direct from Malaya, and because 
of fluctuations in export.

Another type is the vigor- 
ous self-centered dynamo who 
ploughs through all kinds of situ- 
ations ruthlessly, with little re- 
gard for others. But he may be 
a future empire-builder. These 
behavior characteristics, we be- 
lieve, do not come about because 
of the way these children are 
treated, but are inborn individe 
uality traits. 
a eee 


SUCH CHILDREN are consid- 
ered difficult by everyone who 
comes in contact with them. Often 
highly endowed, they are never- 
theless often very hard to deal 
with. Such children are often 
followed, in the family sequence, 
by gentle, docile tractable broth- 
ers and sisters. 

Even in the nursery school we 
notice this. Now we ourselves do. 
not feel more relaxed with the 
third or fourth child in a.family 
than we do with the first, but 
often when a third or fourth child 
in a family comes to us, our Ver- 
dict is that he is the prize of the 
lot. Not just because his parents 
are doing a better job with him, 
but because he is a differently, 
and often more fortunately, en- 
dowed child than his brothers and 
sisters, at least so far as disposi- 
tion and getting along with peo- 
ple are concerned. 

However, if in spite of such 
considerations, you still feel that 
you have cheated your older chil-

Letters from college and board- 
ing school often show the students 
expect to be pampered with their 
favorite food. “I’m homesick for: 
a charcoal broiled steak. I hope 
that it will be warm enough so 
Daddy can use the outside grill,” 
writes one. “Be sure to have fried 
chicken and spoon bread while 
I’m home,” demands another. 
“I’m hungry for some of your 
chiffon pie—TI’ll settle for choco. 
late or lemon,” writes another. 

‘Chiffon pies seem to be favor- 
ites with young and old. The 
‘popular nesselrode pie is merely 
a variation of the chiffon recipe. 
A gelatine base is used for most 
of these concoctions. A lemon 
pie, so easy-to make with sweet- 
ened condensed milk and eggs, 
does not need gelatine although 
its texture is very like that of 
the standard chiffon pie. 

For either pie, a baked pie ge 
or a cookie crumb crust may be 
used. Either type of shell may 
be made previous to the prepara- 
tion of the filling. The shell for 
the chiffon may be made while 
the foundation mixture is thick- 
ening in the refrigerator. Both 
pies, after filling, should be 
chilled until thoroughly set, and 
firm enough to cut evenly. Either 
will be appropriate for serving at 
a party as well as on the home 
table. 

Chocolate Coconut Chiffon Pie. 

One envelope unflavored gela- 
tin; one-fourth cup cold water; 
two squares unsweetened choco- 
late; one cup milk; two egg yolks, 
slightly beaten; one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt; two-thirds cup sugar;

Combine. gelatine and cold 
water in mixing bowl. Mix well.

Add gela- 
tine and stir until dissolved. Come 
bine egg yolks, salt. and half of 
the sugar. Add hot chocolate 
mixture slowly, stirring until well 
blended. Chill until mixture be- 
gins to thicken. Beat egg whites 
until foamy throughout. Add re- 
maining sugar, about two table- 
spoons at a time, beating after 
each addition until sugar is 
blended. Then continue beating 
until mixture will stand in peaks. 
Cut fine one cup of the coconut, 
Fold egg whites, whipped cream, 
vanilla and cut coconut into choc. 
olate mixture. Turn into cold pie 
shell. Sprinkle with remaining 
coconut, Chill until firm. 


Cooky Crumb Crust: Combine 
one and one-fourth cups cooky 
crumbs and four teaspoons sugar. 
Add one-fourth cup melted butter 
or margarine and mix well. Press 
firmly on bottom and sides of nine 
inch pie pan. Chill. 

Lemon Refrigerator Pie. 


One recipe graham cracker or 
corn flake pastry, three egg yolks, 
slightly beaten, 1 can (one an 


one-third cups) sweetened con- : 


densed milk, nine ‘tablespoons 
lemon juice, grated rind one and 
one-half lemons. 


Line nine-inch pie pan with 
graham cracker or corn flake pas- 
try. Beat egg yolks slightly and 
stir in milk gradually. Add lemon 
juice, a little at a time, stirring 
well after each addition. Stir in 
lemon rind and pour mixture into 
pastry shell. Cover with meringue 
and bake in slow oven (325 de- 
grees) about 15 minutes, until 
lightly browned. Cool and chill 
in refrigerator several hours be- 
fore serving. Yield: One ninee 
inch pie. :

If 
she is helping out with the budget she feels she has the right 
to expect her husband to help some with the maintenance of 
the home. In this case, it’s the husband who has the right to 
feel mistreated. There are times, of course, when it is neces- 
sary for a man to take over the household duties but few 
would keep doing them permanently. Personally, I think he’s 
making a mistake by letting himself be imposed on. I am 
assuming, of course, that he is employed, too, and his leisure 
time is just as precious to him as his wife’s is to her. Let 
her come home occasionally and find no hot meal prepared 
and waiting. Let her see that the house won't be cleaned 
unless she lends a hand, and she may realize that teamwork 
is essential, with each doing his share. Some economists have 
predicted that more and more women in the future will be 
working outside the home to augment the family income — 
which means a gradual re-evaluation of tasks once assigned 
exclusively to the husband or wife. If both are to be bread- 
winners, both can be homemakers.

Would you believe she cared much about you? 

Your wife, like thousands of other women, has failed to 
make adequate psychological preparation for the inevitable 
time when her children leave the home nest.

They Help Each Other Cong 


Recovery, Inc., Members Work Together to Combat Symptoms That Caused Ment

HEY were seated around a 
T table, like students in a se- 

minar course, their books and 
papers before them. A year ago 
they had met here as strangers. 
Tonight they were friends, drawn 
together by the close bonds of 
strange and haunting fears. 

Their leader, a slender, attrac- 
tive business woman, called the 
session to order and they stood to 
bow their heads in their opening 
prayer. 

“Dear Heavenly Father,” they 
prayed, “As we meet together 
may we know that Thou art guid- 
ing us. May we realize that we 
are Thy servants setting out upon 
a task of self-help, so that we 
might help others. Enter into each 
of our hearts and make us know 
that withoyt Thee we can do noth- 
ing but with Thee ail things are 
possible. Amen.” 

The St, Louis group of Recov- 
ery, Inc., was in session. | . 

I didn’t know the names of 
those who sat around the table, 
but I knew their stories.‘ Each of 
them had fought back from a 
mental or nervous illness. Some 
had been in institutions and had 
experienced shock treatments. 
Some had suffered nervous break- 
downs, Still others were psy- 
chiatric patients, trying to speed 
their recovery through self-help 
and this co-operative venture with 
others who, like themselves, had 
been gripped by depression or 
unreasoning fears. 

A few of them were employed, 
some were homemakers and moth- 
ers. They spoke freely of their 
illness, brought their symptoms 
and reactions into the curative 
spotlight of open discussion. The 
book before them was “Mental 
Health Through Will-Training,” 
by Dr.. Abraham Low, founder and 
medical director of Recovery, Inc., 
and associate professor of psy- 
chiatry at the University of Illi- 
nois. Other chapters of the or- 
ganization meet throughout the 
country under leadership of those 
who have taken special training 
from Dr. Low himself. 


They indulged in no Freudian 
analyses but spoke in simple 
terms, often with a touch of 
healthy humor. Objectives of 
their after-care treatment are to 
help prevent the incidence of re- 
lapse in mental ailment and to 
save time of the physician and 
expense to the patient. 

Their first commandment is 

this: 

“The symptoms I am experien- 
cing may seem distressing—but 
they are not dangerous.” 

“If we can just remember 
that,” said the leader—herself 
formerly hospitalized for treat- 
ment of a nervous illness—‘“we 
can get along all right. When we 
suffer a return of the symptoms 
we had when we first became ill, 
we try not to give way to panic 
and fear as we would have before 
studying this book. Instead we 
know that our symptoms are dis- 
tressing, but not dangerous, and 
that the crisis soon will pass.” 

Over and over again I heard 
her testimony echoed around the 
table. 

One young woman, employed 
in an office where reference ma-

terials were checked out on an 
honor system,, reported she had 
been tempted to become panic- 
stricken and to condemn herself 
when an associate neglected to 
return certain papers on sched- 
ule. | 
“But I remembered what I had 
learned here and I knew I had 
done just what every other per- 


son had done,” she said. The fact 


that I had been ill made no dif- 
ference. It wasn’t really my fault 
that she didn’t bring the papers 
back. So I just refused to let the 
symptoms get the better of me.” 

A tall, smiling girl turned to 
me: 

“Three months ago, that girl 
couldn’t have said a word in front 
of this group. She would have 
been scared to death. Just look 
at her now. Isn’t it wonderful 
how much she has advanced?”

“One thing we learn in Recov- 
ery,” said the leader, “is that 
when we are afraid to take a 
certain action, we must just sim- 
ply put one foot in front of an- 
other and force our muscles to 
act as we want them to.

Using that therapeutic treat- 
ment, the homemaker recounted 
how she finally had forced her- 
self to walk out of the house 
alone and to the school, a few 
blocks away to meet another son. 
She has done that about eight 
times now and the last time it 
had become so,normal to her that 
she even forgot to tell her hus- 
band about it that evening. 

“To the average person that 
would be a very little thing,” she 
said, “but I think that we should 
be satisfied with a little progress 
at a time.”

symptoms alone she calls another 
member of Recovery. 

“It always helps a lot,” said 
the leader, ‘“‘and it doesn’t cost 
anything.” , 

It was the tall, smiling girl’s 
turn to tell her experience. . 

“T was a graduate student,” she 
said. “Suddenly one day I just 
felt tired and depressed. I 
couldn’t concentrate. I thought I 
just needed a rest, then I real- 
ized I was scared to go downtown 
alone.” 

But through Recovery she is 
conquering that, just as the pret- 
ty homemaker across the table 
who for two years has been 
afraid to go out of her house 
alone. ‘It dates back, she said, 
to the fatal illness of her son, 


the excruciating problem of an- 
other member of the group. 

“T used never to havea good 
day,” she said. “I would go to 
bed at night and just pray that 
dawn would never come. I just 
couldn’t bear to think about the 
next day. 

“But now I have a lot of good 
days. And the last time I was 
at the doctor’s office he told me 
I was doing better. 

“That’s the first time he has 
given me any hope,” she said 
wistfully. 

She recounted how family diffi- 
cultiés had brought on- her 
nervousness and her illness, and 
that only in Recovery did she find 
much sympathy.

E knew we were pretty far 

behind the times but we 

didn’t realize how far we had 
actually slipped until we got into 
a long talk with a big lock and 
key man. Seems that our locks 
aren't just out of date, they’re 
antiques and not very good ones 
at that. 

For example, in our house you 
need a key for the front door and 
another one for the back door. 
That’s old stuff. Today you can 
get outside door locks that all 
use the same key. And for years 
people haven’t been getting what 
they ordered because they didn’t 
happen to be at home when the 
deliveryman showed up. The so- 
lution to this one is to have a 
special back door lock and give a 
key to it to each of your regular 
deliverymen. This will let them 
into the back entry way but not 
into the rest of the house. 

We don’t often shut ourselves 
in a closet but when we do we 
have to sit there until someone 
comes around to open the door. 
If we were up to date we'd use 
a special closet latch that can 
be opened from inside the closet 
just by giving the door a hard 
push.

“After leaving the hospital.” he 
writes, “the mental patient is 
supposed to be restored to health. 
This is true in most instances if 
by mental health is meant the 
absence of delusions and hal- 
lucinations, of violent impulsive- 
ness and indifference to group 
standards. But returning home 
the patient still suffers from 
restlessness, tenseness and preoc- 
cupation. His inability to relax 
is aggravated by the sense of be- 
ing stigmatized. 

“Feeling stigmatized, -the pa- 
tient becomes self-conscious and 
introspective. On a given night 
he might have difficulty falling 
asleep. This is apt to alarm him. 
The alarm increases the diffi- 
culty of sleeping. Then more 
alarm, more sleeplessness and 
more alarm. A vicious cycle is 
thus set going.” 

It is this vicious cycle that 
Recovery, Inc., seeks to stop. to 
force patients to look at their 
symptoms calmly and without 
panic. 

As one member laughingly put 
it: 

“I’m suffering from symptoms 
tonight but gosh, I know I’m 
not going to die from them.”

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' Of all the many questions I’m asked about good party line 
manners, probably the most frequent one is “How long 
should my telephone conversations be?”’ 


Answer: The length of your conversa- 
tions will vary, of course. But purely 
for a selfish reason, it’s a good idea to 
avoid long, drawn-out conversations. 
No incoming calls, however important, 
can get through to you while your tele- 
phone is tied up. And your party line 
neighbor can’t make OR receive a 
call. You’re displaying good party line 
manners when you hold conversations 
to a reasonably short length—consider- 
ation that folks on your party line 
will appreciate and_return. 


Recently, a friend visiting at my home noticed a small book- 
let titled “LONG DISTANCE TELEPHONE NUMBERS” lying beside 
my telephone. My guest asked “Is there any advantage in 
making long distance calls by number?” 


Answer: Indeed, there is. Long distance 
calls go through faster—often twice as 
fast—when you call by number. The 
smart, well-informed telephone user 
takes fullest advantage of today’s fast 
long distance service by placing out- 
of-town calls by number whenever pos- 
sible. Incidentally, if you don’t already 
have one of those convenient booklets 
for listing out-of-town telephone num- 
bers, you can get one free at the tele- 
phone company business office. That’s 
where I got mine. 


Here's another test of good telephone technique. When in 
doubt about a telephone number, should you look in the 
telephone directory ... or call information?

HAVE BEEN very much

prison riots. I have no illu- 
sions about the fact that there 
are hardened criminals in the 
state prisons and that one can’t 
expect them to change from 
criminals to upstanding human 
beings overnight or even after 
many years. 

But a prison should be a 
place where brutality is es- 
chewed by the: guards. The 
prisoners have been brought up 
on brutality and have used bru- 
tality all their lives; but you 
put them in prison to teach 
them respect for law. You can 
do that only if the men who 
are in charge’ of them try to 
administer even-handed justice 
and to minimize the use of 
force. This requires strong per- 
sonalities and strong characters 
because force, though always 
in the background, should, if 
possible, never be used. The 
aim must be to create respect 
for the law and the power of 
the government.

PRISON RIOTS, of course, 
usually stem from bad food and 
from brutality on the part of 
the guards.

I have 
seen many of them, and I be- 
lieve the efforts made for re- 
habilitation of prisoners are far 
more worthwhile than merely 
keeping in confinement human 
beings who have shown their 
inability to live in modern so- 
ciety. I would put more care 
and emphasis, of course, on our 
reformatories and young pris- 
oners, because they are fre- 
quently victims of circum- 
stances, environment and in- 
heritance. We have a better 
chance of rehabilitating young- 
sters who have gone wrong than 
we have of doing anything for 
a man who is serving his sec- 
ond or third term. But we will 
accomplish nothing if we sit 
back complacently and think 
that we have done all we can 
do in improving our prisons. 
These riots have drawn our at- 
tention to the fact that some- 
thing is wrong, and we should 
not rest until we find out what 
can be done about it.

Then your egg should 
float. The floating takes place be- 
cause salt water is heavier than 
fresh water, and will support the 
weight of the egg.
